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Clements in 
line to get 
£200,000 


THOUSANDS of pounds could be 
spent on improving life on a 
Haverhill estate. 

Families living in the Clements 
Estate could see £200,000 spent on 
the area - but first, they must sub¬ 
mit their views on what they 
would like the money spent on. 

Cllr Roger Andre, mayor of 
Haverhill, has hailed the invest¬ 
ment as “great news” for the area. 

He said: “Investment in the 
Clements community is hugely 
welcome. With a focus on meeting 
health needs, this project will 
offer the chance of an enduring 
benefit.” 

The money has been earmarked 
for potential use in the area by the 
People’s Health Trust, following a 
bid by Community Action Suffolk. 

All residents are being encour¬ 
aged to share their ideas for the 
future with the organisation, 
which is sending out 3,000 post¬ 
cards across the area. 

Cllr Andre added: “Community 
Action Suffolk is the ideal vehicle 
for this transformative opportu¬ 
nity. 
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“Our job is to see that the com¬ 
munity are fully engaged in the 
planning and delivery. This is 
great news for our town.” 

Work will also be carried out by 
Haverhill Town Council and local 
residents’ groups to ensure that 
people living in the Clements, no 
matter what age, have a chance to 
contribute. 

The investment could be used to 
provide new activities and servic¬ 
es for the area, or more permanent 
fixtures such as a community gar¬ 
den or new play equipment. 

A spokeswoman for Community 
Action Suffolk confirmed that the 
money could be spent on a num¬ 
ber of small projects, or one large 
one. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy 
mayor and ward councillor for 
Haverhill South, said: “Any pro¬ 
jects to improve facilities on the 
Clements Estate are welcome, we 
especially welcome initiatives 
that focus on community health 
needs. 


“This is an exciting opportunity 
for our community and we must 
make certain that residents have 
their say.”

It is expected that a plan, show¬ 
casing the wants and needs in the 
area, will be put together by the 
end of August. 

This plan will then be presented 
to the People’s Health Trust, by 
Community Action Suffolk. The 
Trust will then decide on spend¬ 
ing the money.

Car parking report is wrong, says council 


A REPORT claiming that St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council handed out 9,442 
parking tickets last year is 
wrong, the council have 
said. 

An article in the Sunday 
Times reported that the bor¬ 
ough had a 472 per cent 
increase in the number of 
parking tickets handed out 
from 2012, to 2013. 


But the borough council 
says that parking fines 
across St Edmundsbury 
have in fact fallen by 62 per 
cent over the last two years. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Our policy is that our cour¬ 
teous and helpful car park 
attendants take an ambas¬ 
sadorial approach to wel¬ 
coming visitors to our 
towns. 


“This, together with our 
investment in the physical 
car park environment, has 
undoubtedly added to the 
attraction of shopping in 
Bury and Haverhill, with 
car parking events in 
February up 8 per cent on 
the same period last year 
and in March up 15 per 
cent. 

“Easter this weekend, tra¬ 


ditionally a high demand 
parking period, promises to 
be busy. We are pursuing 
the matter with the Sunday 
Times.” 

The Sunday Times report¬ 
ed that councils are “ignor¬ 
ing” pleas from Eric Pickles, 
communities secretary, to 
reduce the number of tick¬ 
ets they issue.

Bus priority plan for 
route to Cambridge 


A BUS ‘priority’ on the main route 
between Haverhill and Cambridge 
could be delivered by 2020 in line 
with a long term transport strategy. 

The draft of the plan for 
Cambridgeshire, drawn up by the 
county council, includes a bus priority 
project for the A1307, to be delivered 
by March 2020. It will cost an estimat¬ 
ed £25 million to implement. 

The option to create an additional 
park and ride facility on the A1307 is 
also included in the plan. 

Matthew Hancock, West Suffolk MP, 
has been campaigning for changes to 
the A1307 for a long time, hailing it as 
a “key issue” continously raised with 
him by Haverhill people. 

He held a public meeting in the town 
last month in a bid to hear residents’ 
views on how the busy route could be 
improved. It was decided that traffic 
on the A1307 would be measured by 
both Cambridgeshire and Suffolk 
County councils. 

The MP has celebrated the fact that 
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“upgrading” the A1307 is included in 
the county’s plans for the future. 

Mr Hancock said: “Keeping the pres¬ 
sure on is important and the work is 
now under way to measure traffic 
flows. 

“We have got to keep the whole town 
behind this project.” 

Following the public meeting on 
March 21, which was attended by 
more than 70 people, Mr Hancock has 
been continuing to push his petition 
for dualling of the A1307. 

“A lot of people know about the prob¬ 
lems of where the dual carriageway 
goes into a single carriageway and 
people try to overtake,” he said. 

“Over the spring and summer we will 
keep pushing to get as many signa¬ 
tures as possible to show the strength 
of support in the town. 

“I am looking forward to the results 
of the traffic survey.” 

Cllr Anne Gower, who sits on both St 


Edmundsbury Borough Council and 
Suffolk County Council, has previ¬ 
ously said that safety issues on the 
busy road need to be addressed before 
any improvements are made. 

Other options being considered in 
the transport strategy include a single 
track busway running parallel to 
A1307 and a twin track busway on the 
alignment of the old railway line 
between Haverhill and Cambridge. 

The transport strategy was approved 
by Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
cabinet on Tuesday.

A FRESH consultation into 
plans for the future of 
Haverhill has begun. 

Residents have seven weeks 
to submit their thoughts on 
proposed modifications to the 
plans, recommended by Roger 
Clews, planning inspector. 

Only the modifications can 
be commented on during this 
period, which will run until 
May 30. 

Cllr Terry Clements, St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s cabinet member for 
planning, said the proposed 
modifications reflect repre¬ 
sentations made to Mr Clews 
during the public hearings 
earlier this year. 

“We believe that the rigorous 
testing of Vision 2031 has 
made it a stronger plan,” he 
said. 

Following his examination, 
Mr Clews has proposed that 
the option to provide new 
community parkland or a 
country park be included in 
Haverhill’s plan. 

A north-west relief road, 
which would be required as 
part of a proposed housing 
development in that part of 
town, will be controlled 
through a legal agreement 
attached to planning permis¬ 
sion, Mr Clews recommend¬ 
ed. 

There will be “trigger points” 
for the road, to be built 
between Wratting Road and 
Withersfield Road, which will 
determine when it will need to 
be developed. 

A number of town centre 
sites including the back of the 
Post Office, the old Wisdom 
Toothbrush site, and part of 
Gurteens, have also been sug¬ 
gested for retail use if needed. 

As with Bury St Edmunds,

proposed out of centre retail 
developments measuring 
more than 1,000 sq m will be 
required to prove they will not 
have an “adverse impact” on 
“primary shopping areas” 
and “local centres”. 

Cllr Tony Brown, who is on 
both borough and Suffolk 
County councils, has praised 
the modifications - but says 
he wishes that more observa¬ 
tions made by the town’s resi¬ 
dents and councillors had 
been taken on board. 

A further proposed modifi¬ 
cation for Haverhill is that the 
allotment site on Duddery 
Hill be used for a fur¬ 
ther education estab¬ 
lishment - but with 
options provided 
for alternative use. 

Cllr John 

Griffiths, leader of 
the borough coun¬ 
cil, said: “We know 
that Haverhill is 
going to expand, 
and we don’t neces¬ 
sarily want everyone 
in Haverhill going to Bury 
St Edmunds or Cambridge for 
their further education. 

“There needs to be a sus¬ 
tainable solution for further 
education in Haverhill.” 

Suggestions for Haverhill 
that were not taken on follow¬ 
ing the examination were 



changing the use of land adja¬ 
cent to Bumpstead Road from 
business to housing, as pro¬ 
posed by Carisbrooke 
Investments, and using the 
former Karro Food Group site, 
in Wratting, for housing. 

Cllr Brown added: “We are 
trying to build a sustainable 
community and we have got 
to have some employment 
land for the future. I am 
thrilled that the land at 
Bumpstead Road is being pro¬ 
tected.” 

Mr Clews’ report is due to be 
returned to the council by 
early July. 

After that, the plans will go 
through committee stages 
before being voted on by full 
council and adopted as policy. 
The final vote is expected to 
take place in September. 

Cllr Griffiths said: “We need 
Vision 2031 both to protect 
our way of life, wonderful her¬ 
itage and environment, and to 
ensure our future prosperity 
with the right kind of desira¬ 
ble development, alongside 

the necessary safeguards 
and infrastructure. 

“I am delighted 
that the planning 
inspector has 
reflected this in the 
recommended 
modifications he 
proposes and I 
would like to thank 
all those who have 
been involved in - 
and put so much 
work and thought 
into - this long process 
and who care passionately 
about this lovely part of the 
country.”

Former caretaker jailed 
for seven sex offences 


A PENSIONER has been sen¬ 
tenced to four years in pris¬ 
on for seven counts of inde¬ 
cent assault. 

Robert Bambury, who for¬ 
merly worked as caretaker at 
Clare Middle School, was 
found guilty on April 11 at 
Ipswich Crown Court. 

The 75-year-old, formerly 
of Clare, has also been 
ordered to sign the sexual 
offenders register and has 
been made the subject of a 
sexual offences prevention 
order. 

The jury were unable to 
reach verdicts on three fur¬ 
ther allegations of indecent 
assault and two counts of 
indecency with a child. 

They found Bambury, a 
married father-of-five, not 
guilty on three counts of 
indecent assault and one 
count of rape. 

The jury were also directed 
by Judge John Devaux to 
return a not guilty verdict on 
one count of indecency with 
a child. 

During the trial, the prose¬ 
cution alleged that Bambury 
had sexually abused two 
girls between the mid 1970s 
and mid 1980s. 
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Some of the offences were 
said to have taken place at 
Clare Middle School, where 
he worked at the time. 

One of the victims told the 
court that Bambury had 
touched her under the guise 
of playing a game, and on 
another occasion in a swim¬ 
ming pool. 

Speaking in court, one of 
them said: “I have spent my 
whole life trying to convince 
myself that it wasn’t real, 
that it was a dream, but it 
was real.” 

On arrest, Bambury denied 
the allegations and suggest¬ 
ed that one of the victims 
may have been having a 
nervous breakdown. 

In evidence, Bambury, now 
of Wright Close, Stowmarket, 
admitted that he knew both 
of the girls and had a seven- 
year affair with one of them 
- but that this only started 
when she was 16. 

He told the jury that the 
allegations were not true, 
and that he could not under¬ 
stand why the girls had 
made them up.

Burglar stole to 
fund addiction 


A BURGLAR who trashed a 
Haverhill home to fund his 
drug addiction has been 
jailed for three years. 

Patrick Burke, 24, pleaded 
guilty to seven counts of bur¬ 
glary and was sentenced at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
Friday. The offences took 
place in Haverhill, 
Wickhambrook and South 
Essex. 

Burke was caught by police 
when forensic evidence 
linked him to the scenes of 
the seven break-ins. 

Burke, previously of Bury St 
Edmunds, stole cash and jew¬ 
ellery from a home in 
Withersfield Road, Haverhill 
after he shattered a door and 
window to get in. 

Some of the items were of 
great sentimental value, and 
others had been intended as 
Christmas presents, the court 
heard. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, 
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told the court that the occu¬ 
pier felt his belongings had 
been “tainted” by the burgla¬ 
ry and that the crime had 
been committed by “some¬ 
one who can’t be bothered to 
go out and earn a living”. 

Jewellery, computer equip¬ 
ment and cash were also sto¬ 
len from three properties in 
Wickhambrook, targeted by 
Burke. 

The 24-year-old has 
appeared in court 24 times in 
connection with 44 offences. 
He has served terms in cus¬ 
tody twice. 

Christoper Martin, mitigat¬ 
ing, told the court that Burke’s 
offending started when he 
was 13, shortly after he start¬ 
ed using cannabis. 

He later moved on to class A 
drugs and started to steal to 


fund his habit. 

“Since then he has found 
himself in a vicious cycle of 
offending to fund his addic¬ 
tion,” Mr Martin said. 

“He wishes to apologise to 
the victims of his crimes. He 
understands the nature of his 
offending.” 

Judge David Goodin sen¬ 
tenced Burke to three years in 
prison. 

He said: “The nature of your 
burglaries was to enter force- 
ably causing damage, to con¬ 
duct -1 have no doubt swiftly 
- an untidy search. 

“It would be devastating for 
the householder when they 
returned.” 

The court also heard how 
Burke had been taking part in 
drug rehabilitation pro¬ 
grammes in prison, while 
awaiting sentence. 

He is “desperate” to stop his 
use of illegal drugs, Mr 
Martin added. 


Plea for residents to support association 


THOSE wanting to help make 
a change in their local com¬ 
munity are being encouraged 
to support a residents’ asso¬ 
ciation. 

The Parkway Residents’ 
Association, which meets on 
the second Monday of the 
month, needs more volun¬ 
teers so it can continue in 
business. 


Participants have agreed to 
carry on for the moment - but 
need more people to help 
with upcoming campaigns. 

Cllr Gary Stroud said: “The 
residents’ association has a 
serious side and campaigns 
for regular repairs to the 
estate, which was the first 
new estate to be built when 
the town expanded.” 


The Chalkstone Residents’ 
Association (CATRA) was last 
month forced to suspend 
meetings until further notice 
due to lack of interest. 

The next meeting is on May 
12 at Burton End School, from 
7pm. 

A list of priorities for the 
coming year will be drawn up 
at this session.

THE Acting Bishop for Suffolk has praised Christians 
across the county for their voluntary work serving 
communities where they offer services including 
shops, cafes and gardens for playgroups. 

The Right Reverend Dr David Thomson, Act¬ 
ing Bishop of the St Edmundsbury and Ipswich 
Diocese, said worshippers are joining volunteers to 
provide vital services. 

But Bishop David believes even more good com¬ 
munity work is still to be done. He said: "Easter 
gives the Church its marching orders. At last spring 
is here, the parks are full of people again, we're 
meeting up with friends and family, and everything 
is coming to life. 

“I love to hear the stories of how churches little 
and large across the county are getting out too 
and making a difference for good and for God in 
their local communities. Bringing a bit of Easter to 
everywhere. 

"In Suffolk that means lots of things. For people 
living at Thorndon, near Eye, it is using their new 
kitchen and toilet to run a community cafe for the 


whole village. At Badingham there is a community 
garden in an extension of the churchyard and the 
village playgroup uses some of this. For people 
of St Mathew's in Ipswich it is running a commu¬ 
nity shop with good second hand clothing, and a 
laundrette, and lots more I 
could mention. 

"Even though there is a 
lot going on now I would 
love there to be even more.

I want to see worshippers 
out of their doors and in 
the community working 
alongside other volunteers. 

"In Suffolk we are putting in place a fund to help 
people, our new Centenary Fund, which the Suf¬ 
folk Community Foundation is running for us. This 
is more than ever about churches and communities

HAVERHILL residents will 
soon learn the benefits of ethi¬ 
cally based savings. 

Or at least this is the hope of 
the town’s recently-opened 
credit union over the next 12 
months. 

Peter Carlisle, manager, has 
started work with establishing 
the service which opened its 
doors at the end of March. 

He said: “We are trying to 
demonstrate to Haverhill that 
there is an alternative to pay 
day lenders and loans.” 

The union is based in the 
Havebury Housing Partnership 
Offices on the High Street - and 
although business isn’t boom¬ 
ing yet, Mr Carlisle has said 
there is a “need” for the service. 

I 
think there’s a need in every 
High Street in the country for a 
credit union.

It is hoped 
too that the team will have 
moved from Havebury and into 
its own shop front premises.

Police’s plan to 
help vulnerable

POLICE in Suffolk are launch¬ 
ing a new initiative to help 
people in mental health crisis. 

After trials in Leicestershire, 
Cleveland and the West 
Midlands, Suffolk Police will 
send a police officer and a 
mental health practicioner to 
incidents where people are 
experiencing mental health 
difficulties. 

The initiative is aimed at 
improving joint response times 
and cutting the number of peo¬ 
ple who are detained under the 
Mental Health Act. 

Previously, people would 
have been taken to a place of 
safety, which may have been a 
police cell. Now, the practi¬ 
cioner can assess their health 
records and provide an assess¬ 
ment to take into account their 
mental health needs. 

Assistant chief constable 
David Skevington said: “A sig¬ 
nificant number of the inci¬ 
dents we deal with involve peo¬ 
ple with mental health issues. 

“By working with our part¬ 
ners we can further improve 
the way we are dealing with 
vulnerable people so that they 
get the help and support that is 
best for them. This joint work¬ 


ing will help identify the best 
option more quickly and while 
the police officer and practi¬ 
tioner are dealing with the call. 

“Not only will this reduce 
demand on the officer’s time 
but importantly is the right 
thing to do for the person con¬ 
cerned.” 

During a year-long trial, a tri¬ 
age car will be available seven 
days a week to provide advice 
and assistance around Suffolk. 

The initiative comes after a 
policing objective for Suffolk in 
the Police Crime Comm¬ 
issioner’s Police and Crime 
plan to “protect vulnerable 


people”. 

PCC Tim Passmore said: 
“Protecting vulnerable people 
is a crucial element of my 
police and crime plan. It is 
really important that we 
ensure vulnerable people in 
our society are receiving the 
support that meets their spe¬ 
cific needs. 

“Our police officers come 
into contact with people suf¬ 
fering from mental ill health on 
a daily basis and it is vitally 
important that we work more 
effectively together to protect 
the most vulnerable in our 
society.”

Man died after 
pump mishap 
during surgery 


A CRUCIAL pump became 
detached from a patient dur¬ 
ing complicated heart sur¬ 
gery at Papworth Hospital, an 
inquest has heard. 

The balloon pump was sup¬ 
porting the heart of Peter 
Mayle, 84, from Clare, who 
had undergone a double valve 
replacement and bypass pro¬ 
cedure and he deteriorated 
after it was discovered that the 
pump had pulled free. 

Coroner David Morris 
recorded a verdict of medical 
misadventure on Mr Mayle, a 
retired local government 
officer, of Nethergate Street, 
who died last November. 

The inquest in Huntingdon 
heard that it was not known 
how the pump became 
detached from Mr Mayle, 
whose health was already 
compromised by heart prob¬ 
lems. 

He had to be reassessed after 
his original surgeon left for 
another job and waited 29 
weeks for surgery against a 
national guideline of 18 weeks,

but Mr Morris was told that 
there were national delays in 
heart surgery because of the 
level of demand. 

The disconnected pump 
was one of the causes of Mr 
Mayle’s death, along with a 
myocardial infarction and 
his underlying health prob¬ 
lems. 

Consultant surgeon Choo 
Yen Ng said Mr Mayle’s sur¬ 
gery had been “particularly 
challenging” and that there 
had been complications. 

He put in a replacement 
pump after it was discovered 
the first had fallen out but Mr 
Mayles’ condition deteriorat¬ 
ed. 

Mr Ng said: “My feeling is 
that the balloon pump negat¬ 
ed whatever chance he had.” 

Dr Pedro Catarino, who car¬ 
ried out an investigation, said 
a pump coming free was an 
“extremely rare” event, 
although other lines coming 


loose was not uncommon. 

He said the hospital had 
now tightened up proce¬ 
dures, including improved 
handovers between staff and 
a culture of everyone taking 
responsibility for lines and 
catheters during operations, 
especially during manual 
handling. 

After the hearing the hospi¬ 
tal said: “Papworth Hospital 
NHS Foundation trust is 
committed to patient safety 
and strives to provide excel¬ 
lent patient care. We there¬ 
fore take incidents such as 
this very seriously.” 

It said increasing demand 
for its specialised services - 
with heart and lung trans¬ 
plants 25 per cent above 
planned numbers - and 
delays in getting a new hospi¬ 
tal in Cambridge meant there 
was increasing pressure on 
facilities and waiting times. 

Measures to increase capac¬ 
ity had been put in place, 
including a 12-bed ward 
extension.

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Postnatal 
depression is 
thought to be caused by 
the hormonal changes that 
occur after pregnancy combined 
with the physical and emotional 
stress of looking after a newborn. It 
affects as many as one in seven women 
and, according to the NHS, is unlikely to 
get better by itself quickly; do contact 
your GP if you think you or your partner 
is affected.

When Alice Leadbeter was struck 
down with postnatal depression, 
she didn’t think she’d ever get 
better. But with the right help 
and plenty of determination, she 
has rebuilt her life - and wants 
to help others do the same, as 
she told Emma Higginbotham. 


BUBBLY, easy-going and blessed 
with an infectious laugh, Alice 
Leadbeter is great company. Her 
house has the cosily chaotic feel of 
a large, happy family - photos of 
sons James, 10, Thomas, 8 and 
Harry, 5, smile down from every 
wall, and toys fight for space with 
colourful beads and yarns; as well 
as being a primary school teacher, 
Alice is a keen knitter and 
jewellery-maker. 

But the craft projects were taking 
a back seat when we met, as the 
40-year-old was in training to run 
Sunday’s London Marathon. And 
her chosen charity? Mind. Because 


in spite of her cheerful nature, not 
so long ago Alice was in the dark 
depths of postnatal depression: “At 
my worst, I didn’t think I’d ever 
recover,” she says. “But now I’m 
better than I’ve ever been.” 

Alice, who lives in Burwell, 
always wanted to be a mum. She 
and husband Ian were delighted 
when James was born and, with no 
history of depression, revelled in 
her time with her new baby. 

“I’m a perfectionist, as many 
teachers are; we have very high 
standards, and I remember 
thinking ‘Gosh, my life’s so much 
easier now, I’ve got so much more 


time than when I’m teaching’!” 
says Alice, laughing. “I had time to 
actually think about what I was 
going to wear in the morning, and 
maybe put a bit of make-up on...” 

But when Thomas arrived, Alice 
wasn’t quite so breezy: “I was on 
the edge, I think. I had a lovely 
health visitor who was watching 
me: she just picked up that I was 
not ‘not coping’, but just mentally 
not quite where I should be. But 
then when I had Harry it all fell 
apart.” 

During her pregnancy, life had 
become increasingly stressful for 
Alice. Little Thomas was very 


poorly with asthma, “and we spent 
a lot of time in the hospital with 
him, which was obviously really 
worrying,” she recalls. 

“Every mum wants everything to 
be perfect for their children. You 
want them to have a wonderful 
upbringing and a great childhood, 
so I nearly killed myself trying to 
be here for James, as well as for 
Thomas in hospital, and trying to 
make it all alright.” 

When Harry arrived, Alice 
struggled from the beginning. 
“There were lots of tears. Lots and 
lots of tears,” she says. “I loved my 
children to bits, and I would do 
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SONS: From left, James, Harry and Thomas 


anything for them, but I 
remember lying on the bed 
upstairs in absolute tears, 
thinking ‘I can’t do this’.” 

Gradually, she felt herself 
withdrawing: “You almost shut 
down from the outside world. 
You’re in this little bubble, and 
nobody knows. I put on this big 
act; even people who were 
fairly close to me didn’t know 
because I kept them at a 
distance.” 

But at home Alice couldn’t 
hide and, she says, it was 
particularly tough for Ian: 
“When I was crying, he’d just 
say ‘What’s wrong?’ And I’d be 
like ‘I don’t know!’ 

“It’s so hard for the person 
watching you going through 
something, because they 
desperately want to help, but 
don’t really know how. I can’t 
fault him; he was brilliant and 
very hands-on. But I just 
shrank away from everybody.” 

“It wasn’t as extreme as 
some,” she adds. “Some people 
want to kill their children. But I 
could see that! I loved this 
thing with all my heart, but the 
demands it was expecting,” she 
says, shaking her head. “It’s 
mentally and physically 
draining, because they want 
you all the time.” 

Alice’s other issue was that 
she was never able to relax: “I 
couldn’t stop. I’d either be 
crumpled in tears or I’d be 
manic. The house had to be 
perfect - you can tell my 
standards have dropped! - but 
I had to have a perfect house, 
everything had to be ironed... I 
remember people saying to me 
‘It doesn’t matter,’ and I’d be 
like ‘But it DOES!’ I had such 
high expectations.” 

Luckily for Alice, her health 
visitor recognised that 
something was seriously 
wrong, even though at first she 
refused to admit it: “Who’s 
going to say ‘Do you know 
what, I’m really not coping’?” 
she says. “You’re not! You’re a 
mother, you’re expected to 
cope. How often have you got 
those images of the perfect 
family thrown at you in the 
media? You can’t fail, and yet 
you do feel like a failure. 

“I used to think ‘What’s 
wrong with me? I’ve got three 
beautiful children, I’ve got 
everything I should want, but 
I’m not happy’. It’s horrid, 
really horrid, because you’re 
embarrassed. How can you 
admit to somebody that 


actually it’s not going right?” 

But Alice’s biggest fear was 
what might happen to her 
children if she told the truth: 

“It must have been in the back 
of my mind that they might be 
taken away because I couldn’t 
cope. I thought ‘If I can’t look 
after them, what’s going to 
happen?’ 

“It is really hard, but in order 
to get better, you have to admit 
that there’s a problem. And 
once I did reach out, I found 
that I had an amazing team 
behind me.” 

The health visitor had clearly 
voiced her worries to Alice’s GP 
and, when she went for her six 
week check-up, the doctor was 
ready: “She was just who I 
needed; she’s a mother, and 
she made it sound normal.” 

The doctor gave Alice some 
leaflets; by chance there was a 
postnatal depression group in 
the village, “and I phoned this 
lady, who came round to visit 
me. 

“She was brilliant, because 
she’d been through it herself, 
but I remember sitting here 
thinking ‘I’ll never be able to 
be like her. I can’t ever imagine 
recovering, and being like she 
is. There’s no way out of this’. 

“But she was the one who 
introduced me to knitting 
again. She said ‘I used to knit 
things for my daughter’s dolls, 
and I felt like I was doing 
something for her, but actually 
it was a way of sitting down’. 
And that was brilliant. I knitted 
as a teenager, so I just started 
again; it just meant that I could 
sit still and not feel guilty. 
Knitting is amazing because 
all you’re worrying about is the 
next stitch: you’re focused on 
that, rather than on everything 
else that’s going on.” 

Alice’s next step was to have 
counselling: “I’d got to a point 
where I realised I couldn’t go 
on like this, and I needed to 
throw everything I could at it. 
So I did. Counselling’s not right 
for everybody, but I was 
desperate. My counsellor was 
wonderful, and said ‘Focus on 
you: if you can’t look after 
yourself, then you can’t look 
after everybody else’.” 

Moreover Alice realised, with 
sadness, that she needed to 
give up her job. “It was a very 
hard decision. I was worried 
about what people would think 
of me - the general perception 
of mental health is that you’re 
completely nutty - and I was 


thinking ‘Will I ever get 
another job if it goes on my 
file?’ 

“But I wanted to get better, 
even though I didn’t actually 
believe I could at the 
beginning. So I just thought 
‘I’m going to stop, spend the 
time with my children, and 
take one stress out of my life’.” 

She also decided to take anti¬ 
depressants, something she’d 
avoided to begin with: “Again, 
it’s another step to actually 
saying ‘You know what? I’ve 
accepted it’. And it’s just like 
any other medication: if it’s 
going to help you, what’s 
wrong with it? I just wanted to 
feel better.” 

For Alice, it worked. She 
busied herself with being the 
best mum she could be and, 
ever-energetic, threw herself 
into learning to make jewellery 
- and writing a blog about it. 
“When I wasn’t working, it was 
almost like I wasn’t a member 
of society, and that’s when 
blogging really helped - it was 
a connection with other 
people. I love it.” 

Today, Alice feels better than 
ever, not least because she’s 
back at work. With Harry 
starting school last September, 
she decided that the time was 
right, and now does a job¬ 
share at a local primary: “I 
really do love teaching,” she 
says. “Once a teacher, always a 
teacher...” 

So what would her advice be 
to someone who suspects they 
may have postnatal 
depression? “Don’t struggle on 
your own. If you can find a 
doctor who you really like, and 
who you think will listen to 
you, go and see them - even if 
it means waiting for a week. 
And don’t be afraid! I know it’s 
really hard, but people will 
understand. I’ve never felt 
anybody judging me in a 
negative way because of what 
I’ve admitted to.” 

Alice ran the marathon for 
for Mind - a charity she chose 
because of its determination to 
get people talking about 
mental health problems. 

“We need to get rid of the 
stigma. One in four people will 
be affected, which is an 
amazing statistic, and we 
really shouldn’t look at 
anybody differently. It’s an 
illness like any other illness, 
and if I can help one person by 
being open about it, it’ll be 
worth it.”

D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

What draws you to 
the music of Part, 
Adams and Glass? 


SWITZERLAND’S acclaimed Basel

The soloist on the night is dynamic 
cellist Matt Haimovitz, pictured, 
and the concert offers a rare chance 
to hear music by some of the 20th 
century's most influential minimalist 
composers. Arvo Part's These Words 
is as haunting and ethereal as the 
Gregorian chants which inspire so much 
of the composer's work; Philip Glass's 
mesmerising Cello Concerto 
No 2 receives its UK premiere; and for 
John Adams' Harmonielehre, the Corn 
Exchange will be transformed, such are 
the colossal orchestral resources this 
extraordinary piece requires.

composers who have written strikingly 
different music, starting out in the 20th 
century and continuing into the 21st 
century. Their music found an audience 
that wasn't necessarily used to going 
to concerts, and they extended the 
concert-going audience's ideas of what 
music is and could be. 

What do you hope Cambridge 
audiences will feel when they see the 
concert? 

An audience makes a special effort 
when they come to hear music. They 
are not sitting at home, or listening 
to music on headphones. They have 
set aside their evening. What I hope 
is the audience will be rewarded and 
stimulated. If someone goes to see an 
exhibition at an art gallery, they can 
mull over a particular work of art, think 
about it, then return and have another 
crack at it. In the concert hall, that's 
difficult to pull off. You've got to be 'in 


the present'. 

What I hope to have is an audience 
which actively listens. I'm assuming 
people who come to the concerts on 
our UK tour will come because they are 
curious. They may know one or another 
of the works but I doubt any of them 
will have heard all three, and certainly 
not live. So I'm hoping there'll be a I 
sense of adventure and discovery. 

What does minimalism mean to you? 

The term was originally coined 
because, after decades of music 
becoming more and more complicated 
harmonically and technically, there was 
suddenly this new music that didn't 
require any of these virtues we had all 
worked so hard to acquire. 

For the musicians, it was a dash 
of cold water: suddenly they were 
no longer required to play exotically 
intricate and difficult chromatic lines 
where their instruments and their 
capabilities were stretched to the limit. 
Instead, they were simply required to 
take two or three simple, motivic ideas 
and play them rhythmically accurately 
and in tune. 

These are qualities we associate more 
with our classical repertoire. There's 
a saying that Mozart's music is too 
difficult for the professional and too 
easy for the amateur, and there's a lot 
of truth to that. 

The music of these minimalist 
composers goes back to the basic 
virtues of good musicianship and also, 
on the audience's part, of listening. 

The audience is almost required to be 
in a meditative state at some points; 
not to be impatient, to take the time to \ 
let events unfold. In the 19th century, 
this was common. After all, it's what 
you need to do when you hear, say, a 
Bruckner symphony. 

What inspired you to become a 
conductor? 

I wouldn't use the word 'inspired'. I 
am a pianist and try to keep it up, with 
all the rigours and demands of my work. 

The word 'conductor' refers to a very 
specific activity in the musical world. 

It opens the doors to becoming a 
music director, or chief conductor, 
having entrepreneurial skills, it's a very 
active and pro-active way of being 
involved in the musical world."

AS Bob Golding prepares to once again 
take on one of the British comedy 
greats, James Rampton asks him: what 
it is like walking in Eric Morecambe’s 
shoes? 

Cambridge-born Bob Golding is 
reprising one of the toughest roles in 
theatre. The Olivier-nominated actor 
will once again be donning his comedy 
glasses and pipe as the legendary 
comic Eric Morecambe. 

The one-man show, directed by 
Paul Hendy with help from Eric's son, 
associate producer Gary Morecambe, 
this is a brand new production of Tim 
Whitnall's Olivier Award-winning play. 

It tracks the Morecambe and Wise 
star's trajectory from Music Hall 
performances to Christmas Day 
extravaganzas on the telly. 

"I was a jobbing actor who fell into 
it," Golding says. "A few years ago, I 
approached a producer about doing 
a one-man play, and he said, "You 
know what? You should play Eric 
Morecambe. You've got something of 
Eric about you.'' I thought, "Actually, 
there's something in that.'' Maybe it's 
my silliness. My kids are all daft as 
brushes - we come from a long line of 
brushes! 

"I was a huge fan of Eric's. I'm a 
British comedy geek, and you can't 



be a fan of British comedy without 
being a fan of Morecambe and Wise. 
Watching Morecambe and Wise, you 
were guaranteed laughs. Their act 
was silly, and we Brits really like silly. 
They brought our family together, as 
they did everyone else's in the nation. 

I remember watching them with my 
nan who was laughing her head off. 

I was 7 when the Morecambe and 
Wise Christmas special got 28.8 
million viewers on BBC1. Over half 
the country was watching - can you 
believe that? That figure will never be 
beaten.'' 

But why does he think the play 
works so well? 

"Because it's not just about Eric. I 
play 55 different characters. I play Eric 
and everyone else in his life. That gives 
the show real pace and energy. It's 
also a complete pleasure to perform. 


I did 260 performances of this show a 
few years ago, but this is a completely 
new production with a new director. 

"It's lovely to be back. I still get the 
same joy as I ever did playing Eric. I 
feel this great sense of elation at the 
end of every show. 

"Eric's daughter Gail came 
unannounced to watch the show 
in Wellingborough. In the bar 
afterwards, I approached her and said, 
"You're Gail, aren't you?'' She was in 
floods of tears. 

But he only started to get nervous 
when celebrities like Ant and Dec, 
Nicholas Parsons, Ronnie Corbett and 
Barry Cryer started coming along to 
see the show. 

Golding says:"But I'm so glad I've 
done it. It's our duty to remind people 
why Eric and Ernie were so brilliant 
and why we still have this enormous 
love and adoration for them.

THE AMAZING SPIDER-MAN 2 (I2A, 142 mins) 
TWO is company but three super-villains are 
a crowd in Marc Webb’s action-packed sequel 
to his 2012 blockbuster, which successfully 
rebooted the Marvel Comics franchise. 

A Russian mobster in rhinoceros-shaped 
armour, a maligned Oscorp employee who 
can shoot electricity from his fingertips and 
an iconic green-skinned imp with daddy 
issues all vie for our attention during a rough 
'n' tumble 142 minutes. 

The film's special effects wizards oblige 
with dazzling sequences of Spider-Man 
swinging at breathless speed through the 
skyscrapers of New York. 

Such is the dizzying velocity of these set 
pieces, director Webb repeatedly employs 
slow-motion to make sense of the blurs of 
blue and red spandex. 

For all the sequel's technical prowess, 
which is considerable, it's the screen 
chemistry of Andrew Garfield and Emma 
Stone, who met on the first picture and 
have been dating ever since, which provides 
more bang than the digitally-rendered 
pyrotechnics. 

While Peter hones his powers, childhood 
friend Harry Osborn (Dane DeHaan) returns 
to the Big Apple to assume control of Oscorp 
in the wake of the death of his bullying 
father, Norman (Chris Cooper). 

Harry's ascension coincides with an 
industrial accident that transforms nerdy 
employee and Spider-Man fanatic, Max 
Dillon (Jamie Foxx), into an electrically- 
charged monster. 

Thus Peter must potentially give up his life 
to protect Gwen and Aunt May from harm. 

The Amazing Spider-Man 2 fleshes out 
the back story of the Parkers and their 
involvement in secret experiments. 

Peter and Gwen's turbulent romance is 
the cornerstone and the film soars - rather 
like the titular hero - whenever they are 
together.

JUST as Simon Cowell knows his music and 
Bake Off judge Paul Hollywood knows his 
cakes, so award-winning gardening legend 
Jim Buttress knows his onions. 

And his melons, aubergines, carrots, 
radish and runner beans. 

The plain-speaking horticulturalist, 
former Royal gardener and current RHS 
Britain in Bloom judge is now a judge 
in BBC2's new six-part series The Big 
Allotment Challenge. He pulls no punches 
judging harvests produced by contestants 
on their made-for-TV allotments. 

Filmed in a Victorian walled garden on 
the Mapledurham Estate in Oxfordshire, 
nine pairs of keen gardeners have spent 
months planning, planting and nurturing. 
Given their own greenhouses, they were 
handed particular vegetables, fruit and 
flowers to grow, as well as facing a number 
of additional weekly challenges, including 
flower arranging and chutney-making, 
judged by floral arrangement expert 
Jonathan Moseley and preserves specialist 
Thane Price. 

The series, presented by Fern Britton, 
was filmed last year from early spring until 
late summer, when award-winning Buttress 
then judged the produce, from blemish- 
free radishes to perfect sweet peas. 

So how harsh was he with this judging? 

"I was once nicknamed Judge Dread 
but you don't have to be hard, as long as 
you're fair and consistent in what you do," 
he insists. "You don't have to hurt people 
but you can tell them, 'This ain't good 
enough'. Just be fair, be honest and give 
people advice as to why they didn't win or 
they could have done better." 

Much of the advice he gives in this series 
is about the weather-related problems 
faced by competitors, because last spring 
was particularly cold. 

"Last year, March and April were awful. 
Light levels were appalling, we had a lot 
of cold weather and many people were

'caught cold'. Stuff was put out which 
wasn't hardy enough. The one thing you'll 
never beat is nature. Then Mr Pest and 
Mr Disease comes along. It happens to 
everybody. They had to find a way around 
that. 

"The most difficult thing is the timing. 
People who grow stuff in the garden 
generally don't have a deadline. Each 
week we set them a task, whether 
vegetables or flowers, and if they didn't 
have them ready then they didn't have 
an exhibit. Luckily they'd grown twice as 
much as they needed to guarantee they 
had something." 

The subsequent hot weather in summer 


helped the growth catch up, but then 
it required constant watering and some 
produce needed slowing down. 

The second strand of the competition, 
which is growing flowers, also put up its 
own problems, Buttress says. 

"Thrift was a menace last year with 
gladioli. They get the mottling vein. 

When the judge is looking at the exhibit, 
whatever it is, it's the overall impression 
that matters. Is it free of blemish? That 
includes the root and the leaves and 
everything else. With the hot weather, 
stuff started to move much more quickly 
and required covering and protecting 
from the direct sun. They had the risk that 
sweet peas would flower too quickly." 

Away from the cameras and looking 
at other people's gardening, Buttress is 
busy with his own efforts - he will be 
building the Homebase - Time To Reflect 
garden with designer Adam Frost at the 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show, and he is 
also helping to produce a display in the 
pavilion to mark charity Perennial's 175th 
anniversary.

AS the SMMT reports a 17.7 
per cent increase in new 
14-plate car sales in March 
(see story on page 24), lead¬ 
ing remarketing business, 
British Car Auctions (BCA), 
has released its data for the 
same month for used cars. 

BCA’s latest Pulse report 
shows the average value of a 
used car increased by £57 to 
£7,387 in March - the highest 
monthly value this year and 
the third highest on record. 
BCA’s data showed that used 
car values werea head by 
£387 or 5.5 per cent, year-on- 
year. 

Tim Naylor, editor of BCA’s 
annual Used Car Market 
Report explained: “Despite 
volumes remaining signifi¬ 
cantly higher than we have 
seen in recent months, 
demand was very strong 
across the range of cars on 
offer at BCA in March. 

“In fact, used car sales have 
been exceptionally buoyant 


in the first three months of 
this year. Much of this must 
be down to motorists feeling 
a little more confident as the 
economy improves and look¬ 
ing to change their current 
used car for a newer and pos¬ 
sibly more economical 
model. Even though the eco¬ 
nomic conditions are 
improving, research carried 
out by BCA in January shows 
that the cost of fuel remains 
top of the list of concerns for 
motorists, so fuel economy is 
very important.” 

He continued: “But as 
Easter approaches, we expect 
to see some downward pres¬ 
sure on average values and 
the market is already show¬ 
ing early signs of softening. 
People tend to turn their 
attention to paying for the 
summer holiday once Easter 
has been and gone, and plans 
for changing the family car 
often get postponed until the 
early autumn.”
